Applicant provided a lengthy argument distinguishing the 
claimed "profile" f rom Averbuch' s ''parameters". The argument i 
not persuasive because the claim language as present does not 
provide the specific detail argued by applicant. Furthermore, 
the examiner never mapped the "parameters" to the "profile" 
limitation in the rejection. The claim recites " generating a 
profile of the file includes identifying information for each 
components ". Col, 5 lines 36-39, Averbuch disloses the server 
inform (i,e generating) the battery charger the size of the 
updated software to be downloaded (i.e the claimed profile). Se 
col. 5 line 38. 

As per the argument directing to the 103 rejection. The 
examiner position is as stated in the response to the argument 
in the prior office cation (paper #6) , 

Claims 1-4, 8, 17-20, 21, 22-23, 24-25, 26-27, 30 and 31 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Averbuch et al .
